In the end, those present seemed 
to agree on letters to the editor and 
telephone campaigns to reach the 
majority of residents. It ws pointed 


‘out that because of time constraints, 
difficulty in getting enough PAC 
members and others involved, and 
lack of funds, some of the more 
obvious publicity routes were 
closed to them 

| Wilmington High School PAC 
president Sandra Curtin was 
drafted to contact all school PACs 
to get the campaign underway. 
Though she questioned whether the 
public “will be (as) fired up about 
an additional fund article” as they 
were about the whole renovation 
project, she agreed to take on the 
job. When she asked the committee 
what she should do if she got no 
response, Diane Allan replied, "If 
you can't organize support, that's 
it." 

Supt of Public Buildings Roy 
McClanahan stressed the need for 
such renovation items as a new 
boiler, so they won't have to 
“nurse” the old one "for another 20 
years,” and a permanent solution to 
avoid roof repair every year.

Approximately 250 10.300 under 
ground tanks have been registered 
in Town Hall by owners, according 
to Deputy Fire Chief Dan Stewart 
Under the tenets of Wilmington’s 
new underground storage tank 
bylaw, owners had until April 2 to 
register their tanks. 

“We're getting good cooperation 
from local companies,” said Ste 
art, who is handling the resea 
end of the monumental task of re: 
gistering and getting owners to 
comply with the new regulation 
Right now, he is going over the 
necessary paperwork. At least 10 
tanks have already been removed 
because they weren't in compliance 
with regulations and Stewart is 
looking ahead to removing tanks 
which have been abandoned. 

One of the most difficult jobs 
ahead is determining whether 
registered tanks fall under federal, 
state, or town guidelines. 

Under the Resource, Conserva 
tion, and Recovery Act passed by 
the Federal Government in 1976 
gas stations and companies with 
large storage tanks have until May 
8 to get in touch with the local fire 
department and the state Dept. of 
Public Safety, said Stewart. Vio- 
lators of this act face a $10,000 a 
day fine, he added. 

Under the state regulation, which 
only covers tanks with flammable 
liquids, tanks already in place must 
be tested at certain intervals 
beginning at 10 years. | Newly in- 
stalled steel tanks require tests at 15 
and 20 years, explained Stewart. 
The state law covers containment, 
inventory verification, and tank 
monitoring. 

Many agree the new town bylaw 
is very stringent and "far ahead” of 
those in other towns, said Stewart. 
The law outlines monitoring, test 
ing, and enforcement procedure: 
as well as new tank design and a 
fuel-spill contingency plan 

Adding, somewhat, to the anti 
cipated difficulty of sorting 
through the various applications is 
anew ruling expected on the books 
in February 1987. This ruling 
would supercede both the town's 
bylaw and the state regulation, said 
Stewart.

instructed Emile Hemway, of the 
firm of Fay, Spofford and Thom- 
dike to start a program of moni- 
toring the sewers of approximately 
40 Wilmington firms. Instructions 
were given at the meeting of the 
commissioners last Thursday. 

The Massachusetts Water Re- 
source’ Authority (MWRA) has a 
monitoring program on Massa- 
chusetts industries, which is on a 
yearly schedule. The Wimington 
program will supplement the 
MWRA program, but will occur on 
a more haphazard schedule, about 
four times a year, according to a 
suggestion by chairman George 
Allan, The Wilmington program 
will be independent, but will also be 
coordinated with the program of 
the MWRA. 

The focus of the monitoring 
program will be prevention of 
damage to. underground sewers 
Included will be acidity tests, 
search for oils and grease, and a 
search for "heavy" metals and other 
materials, 

A Wilmington firm recently 
spilled some cyanide, apparently by 
accident, into the sewer. The 
commisisoners and the MWRA 
were notified by telephone. The 
commissioners, last Thursday, de- 
manded a written report of the in- 
cident. 

Allan said that the costs of the 
suveys would be paid for by the 
participants. Letters are to be 
written to each of the industries, to 
explain the situation, and to say that 
they will pay for any cost incurred.

WHAT KIND OF 
MUNICIPALS? 


There are municipal bonds - and

And the new tax law, as 
being written, differentiates be- 
tween the two.

At the top of the ladder are 
governmental bonds, issued by 
governmental bodies to finance 
projects owned by state or local 
governments - schools or roads, for 
instance. These will remain tax- 
free. Then there are the nongov- 
ernmental bonds, part of the pro- 
ceeds of which - 10 percent or $10 
million whichever is less - goes to a 
private party. These may finance 
housing projects, nonprofit hospi- 
tals, even sports arenas, These will 
probably remain tax exempt 
EXCEPT when calculating the al- 
ternative minimum tax.

Secondary bonds remain tax-ex- 
empt, but it is difficult to ascertain 
their true value before buying. If 
you're concerned about the safety 
of the municipals you choose, con- 
sider insured bonds.

The monitoring program is to be 
permanent, and will not be stopped 
after a period of time. It will be 
flexible, so. that there will be a 
possibility of some firms being 
dropped from the survey.

Instead of a 12-inch sewer the 
diameter will be 15 inches, to 
connect with the sewer at Floradale 
Avenue. Hemway was instructed to 
prepare a master plan, for the 
sewer system for Charles Place and 
to have the entrance at what will be 
called Princess Diane Drive. 

The Burlington Avenue sewer 
will have to be about 20 feet deep, 
to be able to connect with the sewer 
at Princess Diane Drive. Hemway 
told the commissioners that the cost 
of installing the sewer mains in 
Charles Place will have an "impact 
of about $1,000 per home.

Philippines: A land" of contradictions

"Shanty-town, people bathing in 
the canal, swill-like conditions,” so 
I wrote in my journal as | 
overlooked a slum through my 
airplane window upon touching 
down at Manila International 
AirpomgAn the Philippines during 
thé month of February, 1986 -- 28 
days that rocked the world. 

What brought on this revolution 
in a society so deeply rooted in 
tradition, religion, and political 
patroange? Did it have anything to 
do with the institutional contra- 
dictons within the country and the 
exaggerated jump from the tradi 
onal to the technological? This is a 
society where exaggerations be- 
tween rich and poor are every 
where. These exaggerations show 
the contradictory forces that keep 
the ‘have-nots’ from interfering 
with the position of the ‘haves,’ The 
more intense these contradictions 
became, the more possible became 
the Philippino revolution. 

Imagine children staring wide- 
eyed through barred windows 
While foreign visitors dine on 
squid, fresh fish, and fruit with 
their wealthy host. Another scene 
has middle-aged women dressed in 
pink dresses throwing money 
before my feet proclaiming me 
their lord and master as they 
perform a native dance. They then 
bring out sumptuous fruits and 
meats. While this goes on, children 
walk through the village infected 
with worms from walking in 
human waste because they do not 
have proper toilet facilities. A local 
policeman sits at a table silently 
with his gun holstéred, and then 
warns that there is ‘insurgency in 
the hills.” The festivities disguise 
and contradict the realities. 

For the visitor, those scenes move 
him backward and forward in a 
minute's time frame. The images, 
at first, seem unconnected and do 
not appear to make sense. There is a 
constant clash between situations 
As I wrote in my journal, I felt as 
though I was in "a perpetual Fellini 
movie.” 

Typically, third world nations are 
confronted with conflicting goals, 
and their people are the victims 
The drive to modemize and to bé& 
up-to-date with the developed 
nations is in constant cbnflict with 
the need to retain traditional 
customs. For example, in certain 
business transactions bartering and 
utilitarian instincts may prevail in 
the hard-to-reach rural areas. In 
the Philippines tribal Manyans of 
Mindore would have nothing to do 
with a watch, but they would trade 
a woven basket for a water bucket 
There is utility to the bucket, and 
they barter readily. In the heart of 
Manila bartering may be 
discouraged and accumulation of 
material assets admired without 
regard to their usefulness. In this 
way capital is taken away from 
those goods which are needed for 


the poor. Eventually, the poor 
rebel. 

Another major problem exists in 
the Philippines with regard to land 
reform. A contradiction takes place 
when the farmer is asked to be a 
producer, but he is not allowed to 
have ownership of his product. The 
Mores of Mindinao (Muslims 
whose lineage traces itself to 
Spanish colonifl times) are told 
what they will have land reform, 
yet they are never allowed 
ownership because the government 
subverts its own promises. Poor 
people are never quite brought into 
the new technologically advanced 
business centery However, they are 
expected to act out the game plan 
that this sort of society mandates. 

We see these contradictions in a 
boasted of literacy rate with 
freedom of expression denied. We 
see it in multi-million dollar loans 
from the western banks for 
agricultural development with 
people starving on the island of 
Negros. Finally, the most obvious 
contradiction had to do with 
Marcos himself who earned $5,700 
by law a year, but reputedly had 
real estate holdings in the United 
States worth hundreds of millions 
of dollars. Add to this an unstable 
government, and you have the 
ingredients for a revolution 

Nowhere are the institutional 
contradictions more evident than in 
the field of education. Imagine, if 
you will, a parochial school with a 
class ratio of 50 students to one 
teacher, a school where the 
windows must remain open to the 
constant hum of the jeepney 
(American jeeps, reconditioned 
from WW II, now used as buses) 
and where the partially broken 
overhead fan emits a drone to 
drown out the words-pf the 
teachers. Education cannot take 
place where there are forces 
stopping or interfering with it 

What happens to the child if he 
cannot make the grade after 
elementary school because there is 
no free public education as we 
know it after the sixth grade? The 
child has limited choices: begging 
on the street, learning a yocation 
(this takes money he does not have), 

working for a slave's wage 
cutting down sugar cane or shelling 
coconuts for 20 pesos ($1.00) a 
day. Possibly he will peddle 
cigarettes on a busy intersection in 
Manila and stare into the 
automobiles of the rich tying to 
sell ‘More’ or ‘Hope,’ the 
Philippines’ two major brands of 
cigarettes. 

What is the plight of the teacher? 
In public schools he has few 
supplies. He is grateful for a pen or 
a pencil, and the children grasp at a 
Merican for a peso. A teacher earns 
about 1300 pesons ($150) a month 
with a Master's degree. In the rural 
areas, he earns 600 pesos. He must 
aprticipate in a vaguely defined 
national service law which was 
never quite explained but had

These memories make me teary- 
eyed. Nevertheless, these tears of 
fondness and loving relationships 
become somewhat bitter balanced 
as they are against a backdrop of 
contradictory forces that may 
prevent these people from ever 
bettering their lot in life, It is a 
bitterness toward a government 
that supported contradictions to 
keep the ‘haves’ from the 
“have-nots.” 

The jury is still Out on the 
question of democracy in the 
Philippines. We must-also remem- 
ber that the history of abuses 
occurred under Ferdinand Marcos. 
Corazon "Cory" Aquino has 
already fulfilled one major 
campaign promise -- to release all 
political prisoners. Will Mrs. 
Aquino be able to provide space to 
alternative polticial movements to 
voice their concerns? Will she be 
forced into an even more repres- 
sive government in order to quell 
counter-revolutionary forces loyal 
to Marcos. Will she be able to mix 
the contradictory forces present 
into an acceptable framework to 
satisfy the needs of everyone in the 
population 

These questions remain to be 
answered. Much of the answer lies 
in Cory's charismatic ability to 
balance all the forces, to keep the 
church by her side (85 percent of 
the people are devout Roman 
Catholic), and, mest importantly, 
keep the people with her.

Wilmington 
companies 
form group 
on chemicals

Several Wilmington companies 
have formed a chemical users 
group to improve their image and 
the effectiveness of a response to 
any local chemical emergency, 

According to Dr. Robert Krue- 
ger, General Manager of Poly- 
chemical Chemicals Inc., the eight 
member companies have been 
meeting with each other as well as 
the Town Manager and town emer- 
gency forces on a regular basis 
since January. 

Krueger, who came up with the 
idea for such a group, said the 
Wimington Chemical Users Group 
is patterned after a recommended 
format of the Chemical Manu- 
facturers Association. It is made up 
of companies who manufacture or 
use large volumes of chemicals. 
The eight companies in the core 
group are Polyvinyl Chemicals 
Inc., Olin Chemical Co., Analog 
Devices, Avco, Sweetheart Prod- 
ucts Group, Polymer Technology, 
Raffi and Swanson, and Harwich 
Chemical Co. 

One of the steps the group took 
was to scout other emergency re- 
sponse groups in the area, such as 
the Industrial Mutual Aid Group 
along Rt. 128, In the future, the 
group hopes to tak® on several 
potential projects. These include 
organizing a day when town 
citizens could turn in chemicals for 
disposal, the development of an 
Emergency Response Guide for 
individual companies to aid the 
town's emergency forces, and 
educating residents on the safe use 
of chemicals in their daily lives, 
Another possibility is the purchase 
and equipping of a Hazmer vehicle 
for the fire department. This type 
of vehicle carries special equipment 
to clean up chemical spills. 

The group is. working closely 
with the town departments "because 
we can't work without them," said 
Krueger, explaining that the ma- 
nagement of any emergency is 
“virtually in their hands." 

Though members decided to 
restrict the group's size initially "to 
get things moving,” said Krueger, 
they are now at a point where they 
would like to involve other inte- 
rested companies. If your company 
would like to be a part of this 
group, Krueger asks that you 
contact himself or Jim Tynan, man- 
ager of Safety and Environment at 
Polyvinyl at 658-6600.

Before Women's Lib 


there was 


Back in the 1930s, when the 
classes of 1940 and. 1941 were 
attending Wilmington High School, 
there was no such thing as what is 
today called "Women's Libera- 
tion." 

Very few if any males accepted 
any idea that the women might 
possibly be unhappy about their 
status, The high schools of that time 
were, in a sense at least, em- 
phasizing men's education. It would 
be the men who would provide for 
the families. 

In the depression years of the 
1930's, Wilmington High School 
emphasized clerical education for 
the females. The Wilmington 
School Committee, on one 
occasion, reported that there were 
more girls working for the John 
Hancock Insurance Co. in Boston, 
from Wilmington than from (for 
instance) Winchester. The school 
committee took pride in this 

Girls could marry, or become of- 
fice workers, or nurses,or teachers. 

Sylvia Neilson, who with other 
Wilmington girls became a teacher 
in Wilmington High School, was 
being paid the munificent salary of 
$75 a month, 

When in 1939, the United States 
began to increase its armed forces, 
because of the war in Europe, it 
was the men who were called up. 
The women could stay at home.

Finally came Pearl Harbor, and 
after a while a change in thinking, 

Germany and Britain, to name 
two of the combattants, had women 
in the armed forces. The United 
States could do so, too. 

Tt was in mid-1942 that the Army 
formed the Women's Auxiliary 
Army Corps (WAAC), There was 
now a place where women could 
serve. The WAAC was followed by 
a Navy women's corps, a Marine 
women's corps, and one for the 
U.S, Coast Guard. 

After a while the distinction of 
being auxiliary was dropped. The 
WAAC became the WAC -- the 
Women's Army Corps. 

The instant that the WAAC was 
announced Sylvia Neilson, 
Wilmington High school teacher, 
dropped everything, and headed to 
enlist. So did hundreds of other 
women, 

Sylvia was not fortunate enough 
to be in the first officer's training 
s, but she was in the second. 

She served through the war, and 
then enlisted in the reserve. Event- 
ually, after 30 years, it is believed, 
retired as a Major, U.S. Army. 
Phat (enlisting) was the smartest 
thing I ever did” she said recently. 

It was more than that. It was @ 
recognition on her part that women 
are entitled to something more than 
a second class status in life.

800 attend 'Drugbusters’ night

Over 800 moms, dads and their 
elementary school children 
gathered in the gym of Tewksbury 
Memorial High School last Tuesday 
for a special "Drugbusters,” 
presentation hosted by WBZ TV 4 
anchorman Jack Williams, 

The hour-long anti-drug and 
alcohol abuse program is designed 
to be a "first step" in opening the 
lines of communication between 
parents and their children on the 
subject of drugs. 

“When it comes to drugs and 
alcohol, your best friends are the 
people who brought you here 
tonight," Patrick Hamilton, 
executive director of the 
Governor's Statewide Anti-Crime 
Council, told the children. “They 
are telling you they want to hear 
your questions about drugs and 
alcohol,” and will ty to get you 
some answers. 

Hamilton also told the children 
that people who ask them to use 
drugs or alcohol "may call 
themselves your friends, "It's not 
your friendship they want" he said. 
“it's your money.” ":It's not a good 
time they want to share, it's a 
habit." : 

He then asked the children what 
they were going to say if someone 
asked them to try drugs and 
alcohol. The children shouted back, 
"NO." 

Television anchorman Jack 
Williams began his talk by reading 
the audience the grim statistics of a 
recent state-wide drug survey of 
5000 high school students. He said 
the survey indicated that 90 percent 
of those students had used either 
drugs or alcohol. The survey also 
revealed that 60 percent had used 
drugs and of those who used drugs, 
30 percent had started before age 
12. 

"We've got a”problem,” said 

illiams. ""We have got to learn 
show to communicate, with our 

hildren. If we do not do that, we 

ill lose the drug war.” Our bes 

/eapon against drugs is to, “start 


talking and listening,” to our 
children he said. 

The audience was then treated to 
three skits addressing the issues of 
peer pressure, drug addiction, and 
family communication, performed 
by a professional acting troupe 
called the Puppet Trio. Williams 
and Hamilton led audience 
discussions after each skit. 

The first skit, "Monkey See, 
Monkey do," showed how some 
people act like monkeys and copy 
the drug habits of their friends. It 
also demonstrated others are able to 
resist peer pressure and find ways 
to say "no.". After the skit, parents 
were asked to remember what peer 
pressure was like when they were 
young and children were asked to 
come up with various ways to say 
“no” to friends who may pressure 
them to use drugs. 

The second skit dealt with the 
addictive effects of drugs and 
alcohol and was entitled "No 
Strings Attached." The audience 
was shown how one drug 
eventually led to another. Children 
were told that the best thing they 
could do for a friend with a drug 
problem would be to lead them to 
help or tell someone about their 
friend's problem, 

"Know Your Parents," the last 
skit, stressed the importance of 
family communication. parents 
were advised to listen to their 
children when they want to talk - 
not get angry or ignore them. 

Children were told to "keep 
trying" if they were having 
problems getting through to their 
parents. 

Steve Moss of the State's Division 
of Drug Rehabilitation suggested 
that parents pick a "quiet time" to 
talk to their children. He said a 
good time to talk is usually after a 
meal or before bed. Talak to your 
children before a problem arises, 
said Moss, so they will be aware of 
the situation. If there is a problem 
said Moss, you can usually pick it 
up by watching for sudden 
behavior changes in sleeping,

Sponsored by 
the American Humane Associa- 
tion, this annual observance is 
aimed at reminding pet owners 
that kindness to animals means 
taking active responsibility for 
their safety, health and well- 
being. 

“‘We urge pet owners 
throughout the state to demon- 
strate their affection for their 
animals by getting up-to-date 
license tags and rabies inocula- 
tions for their pets, and spaying 
or neutering their animals to 
prevent bringing more un- 
wanted puppies and kittens into 
the world,” states Arthur G 
Slade, president of the Animal 
Rescue League of Boston and 
the American Humane Associa 
tion. 

Dog licenses, which expire 
each April, are requried by 
Massachusetts law for all dogs 
over the age of six months and 
must be renewed each year. In 
order to secure a dog license, 
pet owners must show proof of 


en 
at 


valid rabies inoculation. Rabies 
vaccinations should be given at 
the age of six months, with 
another inoculation at one year, 
and are required then every 
three years thereafter. “Most 
veterinarians also recommend 
having cats inoculated against 
rabies, particularly if they go 


outdoors," ding to Keith 
Hopkins, D°V.M., director of 
veterinary medicine at the 


League. 

Female dogs and cats should 
be spayed at the age of six mon- 
ths; male animals can be 
neutered at about eight or nine 
months of age. Spayed females 
usually qualify for a reduced 
license fee and, in some towns, 
this benefit is extended to 
neutered males as well 
“Neutered male pets are easier 
to train, less aggressive and 
have less tendency to roam, thus 


reducing their risk of death or 
injury from street accidents,” 
according to Dr. Hopkins. 

In Boston, rabies and licens- 
ing clinics will be held under the 
direction of the Boston Animal 
Control Commission every 
Saturday in May at the Animal 
Rescue League, corner of Arl- 
ington and Tremont Streets, and 
four other locations throughout 
the city. For further information 
on licensing, rabies protection 
or spaying and neutering pro- 
grams, contact your local city or 
town hall, animals shelter or 
humane society, or call the

Over the past 11 -years, the 
sugar industry, in cooperation 
with major sugar using com- 
panies, has funded over $2 mil- 
lion worth of scientific research 
projects directed at answering 
questions concerning sugar’'s 
role in nutrition and health. The 
Sugar Association, a 
Washington, D.C.-based trade 
association, initiated ahd coor- 
dinated the program with the 
advice of its Food and Nutrition 
Advisory Council, an indepen- 
dent group of doctors and den- 
tists. 

At a recent day-long sym 
posium, members of the 
Association's Food and Nutri- 
tion Advisory Council sum- 
marized the results of nearly 50 
studies on the effects of sugar on 
diabetes, obesity, heart disease, 
behavior and dental caries. 

Perhaps the biggest myth 
about sugar dispelled by recent 
research is the idea that sugar 
causes behavior problems such 
as hyperactivity in children. 
Studies in this field have “‘mov 
ed very quickly to really nail 
down a no-effect for sucrose," 
said Dr. G. Harvey Anderson, 
University of Toronto 

Results of an Association: 
sponsored study to be published 
in the Journal of the American 
Diabetes Association found no 
difference in the sugar 


(sucrose) consumption of 
hyperactive and normal 
children. And hyperactive 


children who were challenged 
with sugar experienced no ef 
fect, Anderson said. 

It's important to recognize the 
strong influence of heredityson 
activity levels, Anderson said, 
referring to an animal study 
which showed a “strong genetic 
origin for hyperactive 
behavior.” 

Anderson also addressed one 
of the most frequently express 
ed concerns about sugar — the 
notion that it displaces other 
nutrients from the diet. ‘This 
notion has been with us for 
many, many years,” he noted, 
adding that there is no good in- 
formation to support this idea

eat more sugar than older 
children, but this isn't necessar- 
ily negative,” Anderson said. 
Small children, ages five to six 
years, consume diets with about 
16% of calories coming from 
sugar. This drops to about 12% 
when children reach 16 or 17 
years of age, but the quality of 
the diet declines as teenagers 
begin to consume more “‘non- 
traditional" foods. ‘The point 
is, you can't judge the quality of 
the diet by its success content,” 
he said. 

The relationship between 
sugar and obesity is another 
area where good science is 
challenging preconceived no- 
tions, according to Dr. Edward 
S. Horton, University of Ver- 
mont 

Until recently, “it was a wide- 
ly held idea that obesity is sim. 
ply the result of a sweet tooth,” 
Horton said. However, he 
pointed out that “there's no 
magic in this whole business of 
obesity.” The amount of energy 
stored in the body is equal to the 
difference between the amount 
of food taken in and the amount 
of energy expended, he explain 
ed. 


This has led researchers to 
explore the question of what 
dietary factors raise or lower 
the body's metabolic rate. Ac- 
cording to Horton, several 
studies suggest that car 
bohydrate is a very important 
component in weight loss diets. 

In one study, 11 obese adult 
women were put on 800-calorie 
diets containing 100% protein 
for 15 days, and then switched to 
800-calorie diets containing 
100% sucrose for 15 days. The 
women experienced a “strik 
ing’’ 17% fall in resting 
metabolic rate on the protein 
diet, which rose to almost nor: 
mal levels when they were swit 
ched to the sucrose diet. 

Other studies have focused'on 
the energy intake side of the 
equation, Horton said, looking at 
those factors that might affect 
an individual's food consump- 
tion. A relatively new area of 
investigation that would have 
great relevance for consumers 
is the question of whether ar. 
tificial sweeteners help people 
control their food or calorie in- 
take. Preliminary results of a

study at John Hopkins Universi- 
ty, indicate that when individu- 
als are fed meals containing 
aspartame-sweetened foods, 
they tend to compensate by 
eating more calories at subse- 
quent meals. 

Speaking on diabetes, Dr 
Edwin L. Bierman, University 
of Washington, presented still 
another example of how scien. 
tific knowledge can. reverse 
popular misconceptions about 
sugar. During the early 1970s, 
“sugar was known both in the 
lay and scientific community as 
being bad for diabetics,” 
man said. First, it was 
that high sugar consumption 
could cause diabetes. Secondly, 
if you had diabetes, sugar in the 


diet was automatically 
restricted 
“The bottom line after 10 


years of research is that both of 
these long and widely held 
precepts have been pretty much 
destroyed," he said 

The Association's research 
program also investigated the 
question of sugar and 
hypoglycemia Bierman said, in 
response to an “epidemic of 
self-diagnosis” and the lay 
perception that sugar induces 
this “great non-disease of our 
generation.” In the one study in 
this area funded by the research 
program, it was found that 
sucrose does not uniquely pro- 
voke a hypoglycemic response 

Sugar also gets a clean bill of

health from researchers who 
have examined the relationship 
between diet and heart disease. 

Dr. Horton discussed an 
Association-funded project in- 
volving statistical analysis of 
the Framingham study, an ex- 
tensive epidemiologic in- 
vestigation conducted over the 
last 25 years. The analysis found 
an inverse correlation between 
carbohydrate intake and blood 
cholestrol levels, and no evi- 
dence that a high carbohydrate 
diet was associated with cor- 
onary heart disease. 

The study, he said, ‘‘destroys 
the concept that somehow a high 
carbohydrate, and particularly 
a high sugar intake, is 
associated with coronary heart 
disease. The data are just the 
opposite." Horton added that 
other population studies support 
these findings. 

Sugar’s relationship to tooth 
decay is another area where ev- 
idence from scientific studies is 
providing food for thought. Dr 
Jason M. Tanzer, University of 
Connecticut, stressed that “den- 
tal caries is not a nutritional 
disease; it is an infectious 
disease...Germ-free animals, no 
matter how much sugar you 
give them, never get tooth 
decay. In fact you must infect 
animals with certain types of 
fermentative microorganisms 
and supply them with fermen 
table carbohydrates to get the 
disease.""

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Confronting stress 
helps par nts cope

We are all familiar with 
television advertisements 
alerting us to warnings of child 
abuse. ically, these ads 
depict anetoli argument in 
which the child becomes the 
target of a parent's anger for 
misbehaving. These drama- 
tizations serve an important 
function of providing parents 
with a telephone number to call 
to get help if they are 
experiencing a high degree of

ner amy child abuse, one 
needs to understand why it 
occurs. It is widely accepted 
that child abuse begins with 
paternal stress, which is in turn 
taken out on the child 
Therefore, prevention of child 
abuse must focus on ways to 
reduce parental stress before it 
reaches a crisis level. Many 
factors may contribute to 
parental stress including 
financial pressures, 
relationship or marital 
licts, and job related stress. 
Any of these difficulties may 
add greatly to the stress of 
falda ehifa is often the most 
available outlet for a parent's 
frustrations and anger.

For example, when financial 
difficulties impact on 
. childrearing, the Department of 
Social Services can provide 
valuable support to ease the 
burden, such as homemaker 
assistance to help with 
household tasks. Counseling 


and support groups can often 
help parents feel more in 
control of their own life and less 
likely to take out their anger on 
their children. 

One significant way to lessen 
stress that parents experience 
is to provide them with stress 
outlets outside the family. In 
today’s society, a family is often 
an isolated unit and tensions 
and conflicts tend to intensify 
and rebound off family 
members, If individual family 
members can develop interests 
outside of the family they will 
have opportunities to channel 
their energy and hopefully feel 
less prone to act out their 
frustrations against each other. 
Parents should be encoura; 
to investigate activities in 
community so that their lives do 
not revolve exclusively around 
the job and/or the home. Also, it 
is often beneficial when a 
mother and father become 
involved in separate activities, 
to give each one an escape from 
the family for a few hours each 
week. Possible activities 
include civic or religious 
groups, volunteer work, or 
taking an extension course 
offered by a high school or a 
community college. 

Some might contend that it is 
the stress of being a parent of a 
difficult child that makes one 
vulnerable to acting out one’s 
anger on a child. Being a parent 
is very stressful and the stress 
has heightened when children 
misbehave. For this very 
reason, parents need outlets for 
their stress so that they can 
better tolerate their children’s 
behavior.

The 'reel’ world of Hollywood

A turn-of-the-century ardi- 
nance prohibited the driving of 
more than 2,000 sheep at a ime 
down any Hollywood street.

companies attempted without 
success to monopolize the 
fledgling film industry. 

Biograph in New York, a 
Trust member, employed a 
young director named David 
Wark Griffith, whom De Mille 
would one day call ‘‘the teacher 
of us all." After directing 400 
films for Biograph, Griffith 
resigned and, with his now leg- 
endary cameraman Billy 
Bitzer, shot ‘“The Birth of a Na 
tion"’ in Hollywood. First shown 
in February 1915 as ‘The 
Clansman,” it was damned by 
many from the start for its 
racist content, but-at the same 
time has been almost univer- 
sally praised by film historians 
for its form: Griffith and Bitzer 
used the camera for close-ups, 
long shots, angle shots, 
crosscuts and flashbacks, free- 
ing the story from the tyranny of 
a Static setting and from the 
ne-by-scene exposition that 
is the province of the stage 
Over time and space, the movies 
moved. 

In this never-really-silent era 
(live organ music literally was 
instrumental to the action), the 
absence of spoken dialogue 
meant that the images impress: 
ed deeply. At first, scripts were 
improvised and players like 
Charlie Chaplin in Mack Sen-

Hollywood saw the stars in the 
public's eyes and realized the 
potential in satisfying the year.

movie audience. In the '20s, 
Americans were redefining 
their sexual codes. Rudolph 
Valentino, ‘“The Sheik," became 
forever embossed on America’s 
consciousness as the Latin 
Lover, Sexual dalliance on 
screen and Hollywood scandals 
off screen, however, caused 
outrage in middle America 
Outrage was bad for the box of- 
fice. So, in 192%, Hollywood hired 
former U.S. Postmaster Gener- 
al Will Hays as its official moral 
guardian. For years, the Hays 
Office monitored behavior in the 
movies. 

De Mille did his part to show 
Hollywood's repentance with his 
1923 film ‘‘The Ten Command- 
ments." Firmly establishing the 
spectacle tradition, this movie 
had such special effects as two 
blocks of Jell-O carved into 
waves to represent the parting 
of the Red Sea.

Hollywood was the promised 
land for Jewish immigrants like 
Carl Laemmle, who created 
Universal Studios in 1915. Origi- 
nally in the clothing or fur 
business, these immigrants 
became founding fathers of the 
major studios. By the mid-1920s, 
the industry’s big three were: 
MGM, founded by Metro's Mar- 
cus Loew, Sam Goldwyn and 
Louis Burt Mayer; Adolph 
Zukor’s Paramount, and Wiliam 
Fox's studio. The top studios 
produced a feature a week and 
distributed them nationwide to 
their strings of glittering movie 
palaces. 

The brothers Warner, who 
wanted to break into the 
bigtime, gambled on sound and 
won. ‘You ain't heard nothin’ 
yet," Al Jolson announced in 
1927's “The Jazz Singer,” and in 
six months, 300 theaters were 
wired for sound. Talkies soon 
lured people away from their 
radios.

Jo Jo Dancer, Your Life Is 
Calling Starring Richard Pryor, 
Debbie Allen, Barbara 
Williams, Paula Kelly. Directed 
and produced by Pryor. Written 
by Pryor, Rocco Urbisci, Paul 
Mooney. Rated R (profanity, 
brief nudity). 

Richard Pryor wanted to 
make a statement about his 
interesting, yet flawed life. And 
the statement he makes in Jo Jo 
Dancer, Your Life Is Calling, 
mirrors his life in that it is an 
interesting, yet flawed film. 

Pryor portrays Jo Jo Dancer, 
a stand-up comic gets. 
caught in a merry-go-round of 
success, drugs, booze and 
women before attempting to kill 
himself. The suicide attempt is 
a powerful and unsettling 
moment in the film, and is 
followed by a 
solution to time travel, 
acceptance and rebirth 
Dancer's alter-ego rises from 


his charred and bandaged body. 
so that we may accompany him 
ona skittish trip down pot-hol 


memory lane. 

The characters Pryor created 
are a mixture of humorous, 
devious, confused, kind and 
pathetic personalities. All are 
based on busjness 
acquaintances, old friends and 
his four former wives. Pryor 
resurrected his beginnings at a 
family-owned bordello, a start 
in life where he developed an 
unvarnished look at humanity. 
There are moments, such as 
when the young Jo Jo peeks 
through a keyhole at his 
working mother, that the film 
can hold its own next to the 
autobiographical statements of 
other directors, such as Rob 
Fosse and Woody Allen. 

What keeps the film from 
really hitting emotional paydirt 
is that Pryor'’s timing as a 
director is seriously deficient 
when compared to his comedic 
timing, Some scenes, especially 
a montage showing his rise 
through the night club ranks, 
are much too long, and not 
helped by a soundtrack that 
keeps us from hearing the 
comedian’s routine until we see 
him at his most successful. 

But, to Pryor’s credit, he does 
manage to step in with one of his 
crass, biting observations 
whenever the story is getting 
draggy, or is becoming bogged 
down in its own seriousness. His 
supporting cast includes a fine 
array of actors, including 
Carmen McRae, Debbie Allen 
and the exotic Paula Kelly as a 
stripper:

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House sales maintain 3 million pacexfor third month 


The annual pace of existing 
single-family home sales re- 
mained above the 3-million-unit 
mark in March for the 12th con-

Taking care of trees 


Three basics: feeding, pruning, and watering

The silence of a spring morning is broken by the sound 
of power saws. Another large but ailing tree falls and is 
reduced to mulch by a Well-intentioned homeowner. 
That summer, the homeowner uses his air conditioner 
* more frequently, his grass arid flowers demand more 
‘water, and he phants a young tree that requires 30 years 
to mature. __ 


Homeowners like the above are horribly misinformed 
on the subject of tree care. They remove, at great ex- 
pense, a declining tree, when inexpensive restorative 
methods — often as simple as feeding, pruning, ane 

watering — are available. They fail to recognize the 
benefits of a healthy shade tree until it is removed, and 
they don’t know how to select the right replacement tree 
for their needs. 


Besides removing carbon pollutants from. the air, 
replenishing oxygen, and muffling noise, trees flatter a 
home as nicely as a frame flatters its painting. Look-alike 
housing in modern suburbia‘is softened and individual- 
ized, while hot, sun-baked streets are transformed into 
refreshing vistas beneath canopied leaves. And this 


translates into dollars: 
Properly placed shade trees can reduce 
‘summer room temperatures by as much 
as 20 degrees, while well-landscaped 
property can net a homeowner from 5 
to 15 percent in improved resale value. . ~ 

So, in acquiring and caring for trees, 
some careful steps should be observed: 

Buy the right tree. Define your needs. Choose 
medium- or fast-growing trees for ornamentation, 
spreading evergreens for privacy. Local parks and arbo- 
retums are good places to assess a tree's performance. 
Note its height, density of foliage, and width of crown. 
Contact county cooperative extension bureaus for free 
or low-priced fact sheets on tree selection, habits, and 
care, 

Shop carefully. Avoid trees with wilted, undersized, 
or yellowed foliage, broken limbs, or damaged bark. Buy 
medium to small trees rather than_large trees, which 
inevitably lose more of their roots in being dug up. 

Although spring or fall planting is preferred, most 
container-grown or balled and burlapped trees can be 
planted at any time. (Some “burlap” is a form of plastic 
and will not decay naturally, so it should be slit in 


. several places or removed before planting.) 


Select a variety that is hardy and clean. Ask questions

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before buying: Is the tree disease-prone or insect-prone? 
Fast or slow growing? Is it a tidy tree? Some people like 
to avoid messy trees — ones that continually drop 
leaves, twigs, and fruits — or those susceptible to wind 
damage. 

Plant wisely. Place deciduous shade trees 15 to 30 
feet south or west of the house. Allow smaller 
ornamentals to frame, not block, windows, porches, and 
patios. Keep spreading and weeping varieties away from 
walks where wet branches drip or brush against 

lestrians, 

Caring for the young tree. Rich Savory, diagnosti- 
cian of Savory Tree Service and a member of the Na- 
tional Arborist Association and International Society of 
Arboriculture, suggests feeding young trees once a year, 
either in spring or fall, with a 10-8-6 balance fertilizer. 
Follow directions and never exceed recommended 
amounts — overfertilizing can burn the roots. 

Staking a tree is usually unnecessary, especially if the 
tree has a good-sized root ball. However, young trees 
with heavy crowns sometimes need the extra support. 
‘Thoroughly water each week for the first year. Remove 
grass and meh around the tree’s base or hand trim 
around the tree. 

“One of the biggest problems,” notes Savory, “is bark 
damage caused by lawnmowers and automatic weed 
trimmers. This will kill a tree.” 

As the tree grows, help it obtain a nice shape by 
pruning off suckers and low-growing, rubbing, or 
crossed branches. Cut close to the trunk. 

Caring for the mature tree. Older trees don't need 
as much care as younger stock, but they should not be 
totally neglected. Like young trees, they also suffer from 
drought but won't show signs of distress until the follow- 
ing year. After a four-week period without significant

If one were to believe entirely 
in advertising, the reason con- 
sumers buy travelers cheques is 
because they can easily replace 
them when they lose m, 
which they invariably do. In real 
life, very few travelers cheques 
are lost or stolen. Lost luggage 
on regularly scheduled airlines 
is a bigger problem, with claims 
payments approximately six 
times those for lost travelers 
cheques. However, to the 
safety-minded traveler, travel- 
ers cheques are as essential as a 
good luggage tag is to the well- 
secured bag. i 

When people purchase travel 
ers cheques, they are actually 
buying peace of mind, according 
to John Watanabe, vice presi- 
dent of customer services for 
BankAmerica Travelers Che- 
ques. ‘Travelers cheques take 
the worry out of carrying large 
sums of cash."* 

Travelers cheques offer other 
benefits as well, says Watanabe 
“Travelers cheques can help 
stretch the dollar when travel- 
ing abroad, because they usual- 
ly command a higher exchange 
rate than cash.” Cheques are 
easier and safer than cash to 
handle, so banks often offer a 
higher rate to encourage these 
transactions. Therefore, travel- 
ers will find the best exchange 
rates at banks, rather than at 
hotels and shops. “Don’t ex- 
change travelers cheques on the 
black market,'’ warns 

Watanabe. Not only is it illegal, 
but the traveler, unfamiliar with 
the foreign currency, could end 
up with courtterfeit money. 


When buying travelers che- 
ques, Watanabe advises pér- 
chasing a mix of denomina- 
tions: for example, a package of 
twenties and a package of fif- 
ties. With a mixture, the size of 
the cheque will more likely fit 
the size of the purchase, and the 
traveler won't end up with an 
unnecessary amount of foreign 
currency. ‘You don't want to go 
home with excess foreign cur- 
rency that must be re-exchang- 
ed," says Watanabe, because 
with each transaction, a small 
fee is charged. 

Some travelers cheque issuers 
offer foreign denomination 
travelers cheques, such as 
French francs or German 
marks. Buying these can be a 
good way to lock in a good 
foreign exchange rate; howev- 
er, if the value of the dollar goes 
up, it can also be a risky in- 
vestment. Watanabe advises 
travelers to stick to U.S. dollar 
travelers cheques when travel- 
ing abroad. “U.S. dollars are the 
easiest to handle and are wel- 
come anywhere in the world.” A 
small calculator can be useful 
for figuring out foreign ex 
change rates, especially in 
countries like Japan or Brazil, 
where tourists may be dealing 
with thousands of yen or 
cruzeiros 


Whether buying travelers 
cheques for foreign or domestic 
use, travelers should always 
sign the cheques before they 
leave the bank. ‘Signing your 


cheques is your protection,” 
says Watanabe. Travelers che

The Statue of Liberty will be 
open to the public on July 5, a 
Liberty Flight of historic planes 
will roar overhead, the tall ships 
and naval vessels will begin a 
two-day open house and the day 
will conclude with an interna. 
tional classic concert led by 
Zubin Mehta in Gentral Park 

The Sports Salute and closing 
ceremonies take place July 6 at 
Byrne Arena and Giant Stadium 
in the Meadowlands in New 
Jersey 

There will be a lot else going 
on — a two-day Harbor Festival 
Fair in lower Manhattan, boat 
trips out into the harbor from 
the South Street Seaport, 
various museum exhibitions and 
other events now in the planning 
stage 

Visitors planning a trip might 
first write away for the free 
Statue of Liberty Kit offered by 
the New York Convention and 
Visitors Bureau, which includes 
information on New York in 
general and Liberty Weekend in 
particular. The Bureau also of. 
fers free a hotel folder and a 
tour package directory, but you 
must ask for them separately 
Write to the New York Conven- 
tion and Visitors Bureau, 
Department SL, 2 Columbus 
Circle, New York City 10019. 

There are plenty of hotel 
rooms still available, if you go 
through a travel agent. Call the 
hotels directly and they will say 
they are sold out — but many of 
those rooms have been sold in 
blocks to travel agents and tour 
packagers 

One travel agent-tour 
packager, Flagship Travel in 
Marblehead, Mass., bought up 
several thousand rooms at nine 
major hotels. The firm still has 
more than a thousand rooms 
available. 

The prices at New York hotels 
range from high-priced 
hostelries such as the Helmsley 
Palace where single room 
prices start at $195 to small es- 
tablished hotels such as the 
Algonquin where the rates 
range from $92 to $118, accor- 
ding to the Convention & 
Visitors Bureau: 

On alternate arrangements 
such as bed-and-breakfast, the 
visitor is on his own. 

“Bed-and-breakfast in New 
York means the spare room in 
somebody's apartment,” said 
John P. MacBean, vice presi- 
dent and spokesman for the 
Bureau. “That can range from 
terrific to unsatisfactory. We 
don't get into it because we can’t 
guarantee a certain standard of 
service and excellence. I'm not 
condemning them, but it is pret- 
ty much caveat emptor.”’ 

If you have no luck now in ob- 
taining a hotel room, do not give 
up. April is the month when 
many hotels expect purchasers 
of blocks of rooms to pay up or 
relinquish their reservations, so 
the room situation currently is 
in flux. If you have contacted a 
hotel and been turned down, try 
again. 
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
